AN ACT Relating to the sharing of extraordinary investnent gains;
amendi ng RCW 2.10.146, 41.26.460, 41.32.530, 41.32.785, 41.40.188,
41. 40. 660, 41.45.070, 41.45.060, and 41.04. 275; addi ng a new chapter to
Title 41 RCW and neki ng appropriations.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. Beginning July 1, 1998, and on January 1st
of even-nunbered years thereafter, the annual increase anount as
defined in RCW41. 32. 010 and 41. 40. 010 shall be increased by the gain-
sharing increase anount, if any. The nonthly retirenent allowance of
a person in receipt of the benefit provided in RCW 41.32.489 or
41.40.197 shall inmmediately be adjusted to reflect any increase.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. (1) The gain-sharing increase anount shal
be the anmobunt of increase, rounded to the nearest cent, that can be
fully funded in actuarial present val ue by the anount of extraordinary
i nvestnent gains, if any. The anount of extraordi nary i nvestnent gains
shal |l be cal cul ated as foll ows:

(a) One-half of the sum of the value of the net assets held in
trust for pension benefits in the teachers’ retirenment system plan |
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fund and the public enployees’ retirenment system plan | fund at the
cl ose of the previous state fiscal year;

(b) Multiplied by the anpbunt which the geonetric average of the
rate of investnent returns on those assets over the previous four state
fiscal years exceeds ten percent.

(2) The anount of extraordi nary i nvestnent gains cal cul ated on July
1, 1998, shall be reduced by the anount necessary to fund the ful
actuarial present value of the benefits provided in RCW 41. 32. 530(3)
and 41.40.188(3).

NEW SECTION. Sec. 3. The legislature reserves the right to amend
or repeal this chapter in the future and no nenber or beneficiary has
a contractual right to receive this postretirenent adjustnment not
granted prior to that anendnent or repeal.

Sec. 4. RCW2.10.146 and 1996 ¢ 175 s 2 are each anmended to read
as follows:

(b) The departnment shall adopt rules that allow a judge to sel ect
a retirenment option that pays the judge a reduced retirenent all owance
and upon death, such portion of the judge's reduced retirenent
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al l onance as the departnment by rule designates shall be continued
t hroughout the life of and paid to a designated person. Such person
shall be nom nated by the judge by witten designation duly executed
and filed with the departnent at the tinme of retirenment. The options
adopted by the departnent shall include, but are not limted to, a
joint and one hundred percent survivor option and a joint and fifty
percent survivor option.

(2)(a) Ajudge, if married, nust provide the witten consent of his
or her spouse to the option selected under this section, except as
provided in (b) of this subsection.
